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SERMON BY DR. DONALD 


A Masterly Discourse at Christ Church 
Followed by a Worthy Tribute to 
Prof. Churchill. 


. Dr. Donald's sermon at Christ church 
last Sunday. was listened to by a large 
congregation. ‘That it may have an eVen 
wider field, it is published in full here- 
with: 


Matt, NVI 3. Exeept ye be con- 
yerted and become as little children 
ye shall not enter inte the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 


The truth of this saying of Jesus, in 


sits application to the particular matter 


of humility which led to its utterance, 
is so thoroughly evident that we no 
longer dispute, much’ less deny, it. vA 
simple unspoiled child, with its beauti- 
ful unconsciousness 0% being above or 
below anybody else, still stands as the 
finest illustration of that ideal humility 
which is the goal of us all. Meanwhile, 
however, this utterance of Jesus has 
proved too large, too vital and expan- 
sive, to be confined within the narrow 
limits of an application to a single qual- 
ity of . personal character... It really 
touches all that belongs to personality, 
and childlixeness is, in a true sense, like 
agate through which go into the inner- 
most chambers of life those spiritual 
forces which accomplish for spiritual 
culture what ail else fails to produce. 
I want to make our sermon. this morn- 
ing a presentation of the necessity of 
childlikeness to our fruitful use of those 
special forces of religious culture which 
all of us long so to use, which so many 
of us fail so to use. 

I recognize at the outset that the very 
announcement of our text will seem to 
many of us to betoken an implied belief 
on the part of the preacher that Jesus 
is not on the side of that legitimate 
rationalism which is the characteristic 
and cardinal attitude of our time, and 
pre-eminently of this academic com- 
munity. For there are many of us who, 
just now, find ourselves questioning al- 
most everything which we are still asked 
to believe, and which, we think, our 
fathers believed ina way very different 
from that whi¢éh we are compelled to 
take. The consequence is that even an 
expectation that the preacher is going 
to deplore our way of reaching cer- 
tainty in belief, and to plead for a re- 
turn to our fathers’ way, rouses in us an 
unfriendly, inhospitable, attitude of 
mind, Let me say at once that I pro- 
pose nothing of the kind. We = cannot 
alter methods of thinking and reason- 
ing which are magnificently commended 
to us by their splendid results in almost 
every department of human activity; 
which have made things so diverse as 
the writing of-history and the medical 
and surgical treatment of our bodies, as 
the investigation of physical phenomena 
and the edueation of a child, critically 
different from what they were half a 
century ago. Whatever is capable of 
demonstration and verification is now 
rigorously subjected to demonstrative 
and verifying processes, The passion 
for rational certainty has become a 
habit of our blood. © Authority is com- 
pelled to justify itself in the court of 
reason, or it fatuously attempts to trans 
form itself into sheer power to compel 
assent. Year by year the spirit whieh 
insists upon understanding everything 
that can be understood, invades new 
territory and acquires undisputed, or in- 
disputable, possession of it. One by one 
beliefs of every kind which have held 
our minds unchallenged, are compelled 
to submit to the universal temper which 
almost imperiously insists upon investi- 
gating their under and unseen sides. 
The childlike attitude is discredited, is 
pitied, or scorned, or argued with; at 
any rate is regarded as an outworn mode. 
Into a world with such a temper we are 
born; living ina world with such an in- 
tellectual attitude we are asked to be- 
lieve, to be followers of Jesus, to assent 
to mysteries, to worship and adore, as 
did they who lived in another age. We 
have been swept into the resistless eur- 
rent of modern methods, we have too 
well learned our lesson of induction in 
the school, the laboratory, in history 
and economics. We simply cannot turn 
from these and enter the quiet atmos- 
phere of the Church, leaving them all 
behind. For in the Chureh history 
meets.us.in the Bible and the Creed, and 
instinctively and instantly we are in an in- 
tellectual attitude towards that history, 
the attitude which we have been rigor- 
ously taught is the only attitude'toward 
all history. Andin the Church, too, 
inthe very heart of its venerable liturgy, 
or its modern vehicles of worship, there 
are implicit questions touching the na- 
ture of man which are in debate—eager, 
discriminating debate—in the abundant 
and accessible literature of the whole 
great world. ‘

verted and become as a little child I can- 
not so much as enter into the kingdom 
of heaven! 

But, 


© Rigorous teachers seized my youth, 

And purged its faith, and trimmed its fire, 
Showed we the high white star of Truth, 

There bade me gaze, and there aspire ; 
Even how their whispers pierce the gloom, 
What dost thou in this living tomb’? 

This, I think, is the characteristic 
mood of many men and women today. 
We feel as ifin religion, where we should 
be surest-footed, the path is strewn with 
rolling stones. Many of us are wonder- 
ing whether we any longer have a right 
to regard ourselves as securely religious, 
whether we are not retaining our place 
in worship at the cost of our intellectual 
self-respect, whether we are not attempt- 
ing to maintain our inherited spiritual 
establishment after the spiritual income 
necessary to its maintenance has ceased 
to accrue. Many of us have an uneasy 
feeling that, forasmuch as what we once 
assented to without a question we now 
investigate by methods which seem ir- 
reverent, we have wandered outside the 
prescribed limits of the kingdom of 
heaven, The childlike temper of tn- 
questioning assent is gone. ‘The modern 
temper of questioning eagerness has dis- 
placed it. What shall we do? 

The first, the very first, position 
which any of us who finds himself in the 
mental attitude I have tried to describe, 
should courageously and confidently take 
‘is this: that a return to former and dif- 
ferent. methods of securing religious be- 
lief is now impossible. The backward 
path is effectually barred. Whatever 
be the question raised concerning any 
article of belief, we must face it with 
the same vigor and intellectual intrepid- 
ity given a question in polities, history, 
or economics. There is no escape. Wish- 
ing that it were not so, praying that it 
may not always be so, will not remove 
the necessity that is laid upon us. We 
simply cannot think one way in history 
and another way in religion, The mind 
is an interger. Its processes, to be 
| trustworthy and fruitful, are unalterable 
whatever be the nature of the material 
with which it has to do. There is no 
spiritual virtue in attempting to force 
the mind todo in the region of religious 
truth what we should be ashamed to 
make it doin the region of political or 
economic truth, ‘The intellectual bene- 
diction of Him who made our minds de- 
scends upon us only as we are intellect- 
ually righteous. So far from its being 
a mark of superior spirituul condition, 
the attempt to hold religious beliefs by 
methods discredited and untrustworthy 
in other departments of mental enter- 
prise, is sad evidence of spiritual deeay. 
For good or ill, we must think; and the 
danger to personal religious life comes 
not from courageous thinking, but from 
the cowardly and impotent device of 
abandoning thinking in the supposed in- 
terest of one’s religious beliefs. Surely, 
the God of truth must visit with frown 
an penalty any attempt to evade what 
mith's instinctive love of truth bids him 
meet and master. 

Ido not think this elementary propo- 
sition can betoostrongly argued. ‘There 
is a tacitly entertained conviction that 
if we do courageously examine our re- 
ligious beliefs, they will vanish away. 
There is a publicly expressed conviction 
that to hold religious beliefs requires in- 
sincerity or ignorance on the part of 
him who believes, and that the amount 
of insincerity and ignorance on hand is 
prodigious, But see what this con- 
viction means. It means that every man 
or woman who still holds fast our in- 
herited beliefs, has never once subjected 
them to rigid intellectual tests. — It 
means that every religious teacher in 
Christendom who is. presenting Christ 
as the one great Name under “heaven 
whereby men must be saved, has either 
never examined the claim of Jesus to be 
the world’s Redeemer, or is consciously 
dishonest. It méans that the Christian 
Church has been perpetuated and is now 
maintained by ignorance or by im- 
| posture, or both. It means that there 
is no necessity for studying religious 
truth, since a study of it is bound to re- 
sult in a demonstration «that there is no 
religious truth. And, finally, it means 
that aforee which has powerfully shaped 
the lives of persons and moulded the 
civilization of states is no force at all. 
Exactly that must be the conelusion of 
every one of us who is afraid to face the 
demands of the intellect from whatever 
quarter they may come. 

But it is time we discriminated be- 
tween what is proper material for the 
mental processés Of man, -and- proper 
material for his spiritual receptiveness. 
Religious truth—we know it well, yet 
are perpetually in need’ of remembering 
it—religious truth as presented by Jesus 
and by the Christian chureh includes 
historical fact and spiritual influences. 
Christianity presents to us a book, with 
the claim that it is an authentie and 
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prominent chefs praise and have written many recipes for 
Keystone Silver White Gelatine. Leading cooking authori- 
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when the, intellectual interest of man in 
that book was almost exelusively con- 
cerned with an interpretation of the 
meaning of the words which it contains. 
Today interest centres in the processes 
by which it came to be, in the historical 
circumstances of its origin, in the au- 
thorship and date of its séveral books, in 
an accurate discrimination between ad- 
mittedly orignal matter and interpola- 
tions or additions. All of as, whether 
scholars.or not, have become aware of a 
new and unfamiliar treatment of the 
Sacred Book. Even our Sunday schools 
are conscious-of an altered habit of 
teaching. Many people are alarmed, 
perplexed, bewildered, fearing not only 
that what has been so dear, is so dear, to 
them may be discredited, but also that 
they themselves may sometime, and in a 
future that is not far away, find the Bible 
is no longer the Word of God. “What 
shall we do?” we cry: But surely the 
answer is near at hand. What shall we 
do? Do the courageous, honest thing 
that God Himself commands. Treat 
every question touching the Bible that 
vitally, personally, insistently has risen 
in our minds as we treat any. question 
that is equally our own and not another's. 
Face it. Compel it to shape itself with 
detiniteness gnd intelligibleness. Insist 
that it shall tinaeae from vague, shadowy 
mistiness, and stand out in the clear un- 
glimmering light of intellectual day. If 
you cannot make it do that, be stire it is 
ko question of yours; it has. ‘no real ex- 
istence in your life, no deep capital im 
portance for your soul. O, the questions 
that vex and perplex us only because 
they are incoherent echoes of. problems 
in other people's souls! O, the doubts 
and difficulties that ruffle the surface of 
our minds and never rose, imperious and 
insistent, from their depths! Half the 
hesitant, wavering belief of half the 
wavering, hesitant Christians among us 
would stiffen into solid conviction if only 
we had the courage to demand that our 
vague and borrowed questionings should 
declare themselves in their entirety and 
prove their origin. But no childlike at- 
titude towards them will resolve them. 
We must meet them as we meet any 
question that is vitally our own. Our 
text has no application here. 


So, also, the Church presents us with 
the machinery of an institution, provides 
us with the instruments of*spiritual cul- 
ture, Sacraments, liturgies of worship, 
preaching and instruction. ‘Why should 
1 accept these?” men ask who have 
never been part of the Christian Church. 
“Why should I continue to use them?” 
other men ask who were born into the 
Chureh. ‘Must I accept them, or use 
them, as the little child accepts and 
uses, With unquestioning docility, the 
methods of its kindergarden, if I would 
enter the kingdom of heaven?” If you 
and I have been frankly confronted with 
these questions, we may not push them 
aside. They too must be answered, and 
answered as they are asked. We cannot 
long go on using the sacred instruments 
of the soul’s highest culture without 
Spiritual loss if these questions, power- 
fully asked, are thrust aside as either too 
difficult to meet or so manifestly the 
suggestion of the devil that they 
must be stifled. Perhaps God means 
that we can be roused out of a careless 
and fruitless use of his best gifts only by 
being sharply confronted with a doubt 
whether they are gifts after all. Per- 
haps He is seeking to increase our sense 
of the value of the Christian Church to 
the individual, and to society, by com- 
pelling us to estimate with something 
like spiritual accuracy just what the 
Church is doing for our character, what 
it is capable of doing, and yet has never 
done. But at any rate, if you and I are 
confronted by any question touching the 
reasonableness of entering the Christian 
church or remaining in it, because of the 
difficulties attaching to its methods, a 
childlike attitude of unquestioning, un- 
reasuning assent is not our most insis- 
tent need; it is, rather, that of a brave 
determination to ascertain, by processes 
that have the sanction of proved experi- 
ence, what the Founder of the Church 
intended should be its ministry of sacra- 
ment and service to all mankind. All 
problems that make, distinetively, a 
claim ubon thé intellect, must be solved 
by the intellect; and we put away a 
childish thing when we put away the 
idea that they can be solved in any 
other way. 


But when one reflects upon the im- 
measureably great part played in religion 
by purely spiritualinfluences, which are, 
and ever have been, mysterious in their 
origin and in their operation upon the 
human spirit, he instantly perceives that 
the utmost freedom given the inteHeet 
is consistent with a perfect docility to 
what, after all, makes and keeps us sen 
sitive to the presence of God. For how- 
ever associated, however interdepend- 
ent, be the truth which asks to be un- 
derstood and the influence which asks to 
be received, they are always separable 
In deep, mysterious ways God works 
upon our spirits, and we find ourselves 
profoundly moved by what apparently 
has no known cause. In the hidden re- 
cesses of our natures are born those 
eager desires for righteousness of life, 
those disgusts. with sin, those sad or 
bouyant wishes for a felt forgiveness 
and those unconquerable longings for 
spiritual peace, which are the real makers 
of religious character. Of their realness 
there can be nodoubt. ‘The capacity for 
religion is the one universal fact of 
humanity, and the invariable evidence 
of that capacity is the perpetual appear- 
ance and re-appearance in man’s nature 
of those deeper currents of the» soul 
which certify to him that there is some- 
thing in him which is reached only by 
the influences which have their source in 
God, their channel in Jesus Christ. I 
may be in the very thick of my attempt 
to resolve a score of questions which be- 
set the origin and contents of my Bible; 
but I cannot doubt the reality of: the 
message that suddenly and without-my 
conscious effort leaps from its open pages 
as Lhold the volume in my hands, and 
which reaches my soul. That message 
sensitises my conscience, invigorates my 
will, calms my unrest, fills me with hope, 
however puzzled I may be by its unex- 
pected coming. But if I doubt it, if I 
try to explain it all away, referring it to 
physical conditions, to-mental weariness 
or tosensuous exaltation, then I fall back 
into the old condition of spiritual irre 
sponsiveness to what most ennobles man. 
Here opens the need of the childlike 
temper. Here is the chance to yield 
one’s self, without a question, to’ the 
most powertul and the most precious in- 
fluence that can lay us under its spell. 
For look you! The man is roused and 
quickened in the very heart of his nature. 
The divinity of that nature is revealed 
to him; his appetite for righteousness, 
bis hunger for what re-inforces: his 
Vavering will, his capacity for the hope 
that arms him against the despairs of a 
suffering and wicked word, the peace 
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which, like a river, flows through his 
parched and fretted life, the quick sense 
of the reality and nearness of God,—all 
are revealed to him in the moment when 
some word of his Father suddenly parts 
the curtain which has hidden his true 
self from his eyes. And nowhe attempts 
to-subject this powerful emotion to the 
processes by which he has determined 
some question in history or government, 
tries to make it give that account of it- 
self which he rightly asked those purely 
intellectual questions to give. What is 
the invariable result ? The subsidence 
of the precious emotion, the withdrawl 
of that raneinfluence. They die beneath 
the rude, irreverent scrutiny of a spirit 
which is bent, not transmuting them in- 
to the sacred and solid substance of 
charvcter, but on unravelling the mys- 
tery of their origin and coming. It is as 
if the farmer should insist upon knowing 
why the sunshine and the flowers made 
the grain grow in. the’ meadow, and the 
corn to mellow in the smiling fields; as 
if the mother should question the value, 
the beauty, the reality of maternal love 
as she folds her baby in her proud and 
happy arms. But if, on the other hand, 
cultivating the childlike temper, willing 
to receive these deep mysterious influ- 
ences as the gracious evidence that in 
the very throes of our intellectual strug- 
gles atter truth God does not withhold 
what truth achieved will simply fortify, 
but pours into us His Spirit,—we make 
the most of our possessions, what re- 
sults ? What but this, as thousands of 
us can testify,—that the old hardness of 
heart is melted into tenderness, anda 
hew compassion is born into the world. 
Stinginess and rancor and_ bitterness 
give place to generosity and. good will. 
A man has been transformed. The sullen, 
defeated powers of ill-willand envy slink 
away and leave the nature in possession 
of the.conquering forces of love. Again 
and again has that splendid transforma- 
tion been effected. But the explanation 
of it is that a man was converted, became 
as a little child in his willingness to re- 
ceive as a gift from God the mysterious 
influx into his soul of influences he could 
not intellectually understand, but which 
quickened into tremulous life every 
sacred possibility of his soul. 


So also with the sin that haunts and 
dogs our footsteps through our days. 
How clear is our intellectual perception 
of its wretchedness. How sure we are 
that it will one day find us out. How 
glib and ready are our phrases as we des- 
cribe or denounce the abstract thing in 
other people's lives. Ah yes! But how 
powerless we are to hate it with a pas- 
sion, to expel it with a curse upon it, 
when it entrenches itself in our owr 
lives. Half of the misery of sin for 
some of us is that it no longer causes us 
an acute distress. We are no longer out- 
raged by it; our wish to be disturbed by 
it is impotent. Argument fails, the 
most dreadful picture of possible or even 
certain consequences fails, the infliction 
of pain fails, to produce the emotion 
without which the soul is like a ship 
without a sail. But in the day when 
God's spirit floods the secret chambers of 
our lives all is changed, Sin looks the 


black, ugly thing it is; all the fine ac- | 
cepted explanations of it as the relent- : 


less necessity of our poor human nature 
break in pieces,. shivered by the beating 
light from God’s pure presence. Once 
more we need the childlike temper, for 
there is perilin the temptation to ques- 
tion the reality and purpose of our visi- 
tation. We can, we do, wait for it to 
pass, audaciously whispering that it is in- 
dicative of some adnormal condition of 
the brain. ©, mystery of human lives ! 
—that what reveals the cause of wret- 
chedness and wickedness in the soul 
should never be regarded as the outcome 
of disease in the body which was made 
fair and beautiful because the soul that 
was to dwellin it was meant to be fair 
and beautifulitself. But when we grate- 
fully récéive, and reverently use the rey- 
elations of the dreadfulness of our sina 
revelation which the Spirit’s entrance 
invariably produces,—when we unques- 
tioningly accept it as God coming to our 
aid, everything is changed. The old‘ac- 
quiescence in our sin as the inevitable 
expression of our nature, changes into a 
struggle to expel the impudent intruder 
that claimed possession of us by right. 
Again and again have we freed ourselves 
from sin by a willing, unreasoning, but 
reasonable, use of these, powerful, spirit- 
ual influences which come immediately 
from God; and again and again has the 
precious chance of freedom been lost in 
the attempt to trace those influences to 
a physical or temperamental cause. To 
every man who is a sinner the saying of 
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Jesus, “Except ye be converted and b 
come. as little children ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven,’’ is the 
pledge that he need not think of his sin 
as inevitable, he need only yield himself 
in perfect childlike trust to the spiritual 
influences which reveal its dreadfulness 
and furnish him with the power of a con- 
quering resistance, the power to become 
a son of God. 

When I think, as all through the writ- 
ing of my sermon I have been thinking, 
of how many more of us are kept from 
loyally following Jesus as the way into 
the heart of God, as the way into the 
real nature of man, by a mistaken un- 
willingness to welcome unquestioningly 
and humbly the spiritual influences 
which are eager to enter our souls, than 
are kept from it by the perplexities and 
difficulties which beset definite beliefs— 
the cultivation*of the childlike temper 
seems almost the only act needed to 
bring all men into a profound and per- 
manent faith in Jesus Christ. ‘oo many 
of us are more eager for intellectual cer- 
tainty than for spiritual strength. Too 
many of us are belittling whatever makes 
for righteousness of life, for serenity of 
soul, for assurance of divine forgiveness, 
for the enthusiasm which is doing loyal 
service in the kingdom of Christ, and 
over-rating the value of demonstration 
and verification... Scholarship reveals 
truth; it saves no souls. Intellectual 
certainty secures intellectual peace; it 
sensitises no consciences, brings in no 
sense of pardon, creates no hope. Jesus 
received, loved, trusted, obeyed does that. 
And what the world needs now as it has 
always needed, is more prayer, more re- 
pentance, more purposeful self-denial, 
more readiness to be led to Jesus, and 
less readiness to be its own guide, its 
own forgiver, its own inspirer. In other 
words, it needs just now, especially in 
the person. of its clearest headed chil- 
dren, to aécept as valid and final the in- 
terior work of the’ Holy Spirit, the com- 
pulsions and constraints of Whom will 
never give an account of themselves to 
the logical understanding, but which 
certify tothe spirit that they are born, 
not of flesh and blood, nor of the will of 
man, but of God. 


Tribute to Prof. Churchill. 


My friends and fellow townsmen: 

Beneath that beautiful and bountiful 
expression of sympathetic sorrow, which 
Andover uttered last Monday afternoon, 
I may confidently shelter myself from 
the smallest suspicion of intrusion, as I 
venture to speak a moment, in this pres- 
ence, of him whose life here, for five and 
thirty years, proved to us that the strong 
man may keep the heart of a little child. 
Of his prodigal generosity of service to 
all good causes and to all struggling peo- 
ple; of his singular delicacy and tender- 
ness in dealing with the deepest secrets 
of personal trouble and joy; of his un- 
selfish eagerness to discover to others 
their own unsuspected powers and to set 
those powers in the way of healthy de- 
velopement; of his generous and dis- 
criminating appreciations -of excellence 
in character and achievements, by 
whomsoever shown; of his unfailing 
loyalty and unstinted help in friendship— 
of all these things I may not speak. 
But of his memorable service to the 
cause of personal religion in days when 
the incalculable value of that kind of 
service was apt to overlooked, I should 
be sorry to be silent. The battle of in- 
tellectual freedom in the domain of 
Christian scholarship was fought and won 
for New England here on Andover Hill. 
It was a long and stubborn battle, as 
freedom’s battle has ever been. It was 
costly, also: costly in broken friendships 
and associations, costly in weakened at- 
tachments to the churches, costly in 
temporarily elevating dogma above life, 
and in producing the frictional heat 
which distorts the vision and wastes 
spiritual force. 

And yet, as we look back, we wonder 
perhaps, that so little of bitterness and 
fraticidal strife was elicited and that 
almost none remains today, here in the 
very place in which the battle was 
waged. -But we must remember that 
one man, and he involved in the conflict. 
preeminently stood for that charity 
which is more than the precision of dog- 
matic formula, because it is the very 
bond of peace. Resolute as he was in 
behalf of liberty, loyal as he was to the 
sacred cause of truth, he nobly illus- 
trated in his gracious bearing and in his 
singularly sweet and gentle spirit the 
divine power of peace ever in the midst 
of strife. Ile knew that the common 
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meeting ground of all high 
large hearted combatants is in | 
tation of Christ.

He successfully lived jn 
two worlds—and- was happy and joyous 
in both. He was a thorough man of the 
world and a true man of God, And 80 
he became a power of peace, of zeneros- 
ity, of trust and strength to uncounted 
multitudes. He became as a little child 
and both entered the kingdom of heaven 
himself, and drew in with him many who 
were loitering, perplexed and disti: bed, 
about its threshold. 

Far away, in many a lonely village, 
under adverse conditions, men are cour- 

eously and hopefully preaching the 
Master’s Gospel today because they are 
living upon the courage and hope he 
gave them. And here, in the town to 
which he lavishly gave his life, hundreds 
are gratefully, though silently, acknowl 
edging their spiritual debt to his magna- 
nimous soul.

OBITUARIES.

JONATHAN M. BEAN, 


After an illness of eight weeks, four 
of which he was confined to the bed, 
Jonathan M. Bean passed away Sunday 
afternoon at 4,30 o’clock at his home on 
Maple avenue, death being due to en- 
largement of the liver. Last year he 
was sick some time from the same cause 
but recovered sufficiently to resume his 
occupation at the barber shop conducted 
by him. 

Born in Dalton, N, H., on the 7th of 
October, 1834, Jonathan M. Bean passed 
many of his early days in his native 
state. He attended the district school 
and at the breaking out of the Civil war 
enlisted on the 30th of November, ‘61, 
in the Ist New Hampshire cavalry 
which was later attached to the Ist 
Rhode Island cavalry. He served hon- 
orably in the army and was. discharged 
after three years on Feb, 4th, ’62, ona 
surgeon's certificate for disability. 

He married his first wife, who was 
Calantha Walker of Alton, N. H, on 
Dee. 4th, 1858, but their wedded life 
was short. as she died in October in 1861 
about a month before he enlisted. Mr. 
Bean’s second wife was» Jennie M. 
Frame of Haverhill whom he married 
onthe Lith of February, 1865, and the 
former’s death on Sunday- ended thirty- 
five very happy years of married life. 
The deceased never had any brothers or 
sisters and no children so that his widow 
is his only surviving very close relative.

Bad Fire Averted at the Almshouse 


Prompt and efficient work by the fire 
department which answered an alarm 
from Box 63 at the almshouse Wednes- 
day afternoon shortly after 38 o’clock, 
making exceedingly fast time through 
the fact that there was a pair of horses 
in the stalls, was all that saved the farm 
buildings, including shed, cow and horse 
barn and carriage house at the poor 
farm. ‘The fire started in a pile of wood 
at one end of the shed and was burning 
briskly, fanned by a strong north west- 
erly wind which blew the flames directly 
toward the wooden buildings close by 
when first noticed by one of the inmates 
of the farm. He notified Mrs. Burnham 
who gave the alarm, and then endeavored 
to extinguish the fire with a garden hose, 

One of the patent fire extinguishers, 
of which A. F. Dennett is the agent, had 
been left at the almshouse for Mr. Burn- 
ham to inspect and Mr. Dennett was on 
his way at the time to get his opinion. 
He arrived opportunely and succeeded 
by aid of his extinguisher in keeping the 
flames from the shed until the arrival of 
the fire apparatus. This is the seeond 
time that his extinguisher has been of 
service in putting out or assisting in 
putting out a fire in town. The first 
time was when a blaze started-in some 
waste paper in the rear of Valpey Bros.’ 
store which was extinguished by Chief 
Hardy with the aid of one of these 
machines which is kept at the Musgrove. 

It took the department only a sbort 
time to put the fire out, although they 
had to pull the wood all over in order to 
do so. It is thought that some hot 
ashes from the furnace which were 
emptied after dinner not far from the 
pile of Wood were blown into the wood 
by the wind, starting the tire. Two 
alarms and two all-outs were sounded, 
accounted for by the fact that at the 
almshouse it was impossible to hear 
whether the alarm sounded or not.

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LOYAL TO NEW ENGLAND 


An Old Andover Girl's Tribute to Her 
Homeland’s Custom, 


Out in Indianapolis they have many 
loyal New Englanders among whom there 
are none with-more ready word to up- 
hold the Old New England faith than 
Mrs. Elizabeth B. Hitt, daughter of Mrs. 
William Barnett of Andover. 

Her part in the celebration of Fore- 
fathers’ day, by the New England society, 
was to respond to the toast of “The 
Pilgrim Child’ which she did as follows: 


To the student of the great events in 
the early history of our country one 
thing seems especially strange and sad 

—it ix that so little ~has been written 
about, or is known of, those important 
actors in the tragic drama of the early 
settlement of New England—the Pil- 
grim children, 

Governor Winthrop tells us in lis 
journal, that the children who came over 
with the first Massachusetts Bay  set- 
tlers, showed “neither fear nor dismay- 
edness” on their long voyage over tem- 
pestuous seas—and we may be well as 
sured that the children) who came over 
inthe Maytlower, and those who fol- 
lowed later in the Fortune, the Anna 
and the Little James, were no less fear- 
less and brave. 

In this day and generation when 
“Young America” is ever to the front; 
when he is studied, discussed and con, 
stantly considered when everything he 
does and says and thinks is made much 
of, even to the number of seconds it 
takes a child to grasp the idea of a cat 
When he is shown the picture of one; 
when books without end are written 
for hin and about him, it) seems very 
strange that our forefathers of blessed 
memory made so. little mention of the 
brave and important part played by 
their boys and girls in the settlement 
of Plymouth colony, Alas! for us now, 
that it was a time then when children 
were most emphatically to be seen and 
not heard, nor even written about. 

Children and youths made up nearly 
a third of the number of souls on the 
Maytlower; there were thirty-two of 
them, and the whole mumber on board 
was only one hundred and two. One 


-can easily imagine how the bright faces 


of these children, their merry talk and 
play, relieved) the monotony and sad- 
hess of the long voyage. The sunny 
comfort of their presence helped to keep 
up the hearts and courage of that de- 
voted little band of men and women 
who had severed every tie, and had set 
sitilon a trackless sea to found a new 
home in the unknown wilderness. 

I, for one, am quite ready to believe, 
that but forthe love they bore their chil- 
dren, and the hope of making for them 
a habitation andian abiding place where 
they would be free from: religious per- 
secution, the Pilgrime fathers might 
have given up the struggle, bidden the 
capt to turn the prow of the May- 
flower eastward cand returning to Tol. 
land, dived out their litthe day, died and 
passed into history as brave men, but 
not altogether victorious. Children are 
your true pioneers, ever looking for- 
Ward, content with 
day, uneomplaining, ever hopeful, cast- 
Ing no longing thoughts back to the old 
home and its associations. 

It seems like a s range thing to find

I hope you have all read that delight- 
ful sketch about children, in the Christ- 
mas number of Harper's Magazine; if 
not, pray do so tomorrow, it will do you 
good. The author—who, by the way, 
is a man—cherishes the old-fashioned 
idea that a large family.of well born 
children, committed to parents who ap- 
preciate their charge and are equal to 
it, is one of the very best things going.” 
This was evidently the feeling enter- 
tained by our forefathers and mothefs, 
for nearly every family contained chil- 
dren, 

The children who came with the first 
settlers to Massachusetts Bay, landed in 
June, the time of the blooming of the 
wild rose, and the ripening of the sweet, 
wild strawberry, but our. dear children 
of the Mayflower came to the New 
England shores in the bleak, cold win- 
ter time, and had to remain on the 
small ship they were so tired of until 
the rude house could be built. 

It has always seemed to me that the 
saddest thing in all the world is the 
death of the mother of little children. 
Does it not, even: after the long lapse 
of years, make your hearts ache to re- 
call that out of the eighteen wives and 
mothers who were on the Mayflower, 
fourteen died during that terrible first 
year? As no daughters died during 
| that time, and o1 ly a few boys, we may 
as well believe that most of those de- 
voted mothers sacrificed themselves 
that their children might live. 

It is impossible to over estimate the 
worl done by these boys and girls in 
establishing the Pilgrim republic, and I 
marvel that so little credit has ever 
been given to them either by the chron- 
iclers of that day or by more recent his- 
torians and writers. 

Upon the older girls must have fallen 
the heavy burden of taking mother's 
place in the bereaved households, never 
aneasy task for young, inexperienced 
shoulders to bear, and doubly hard in 
that new, strange land. The houses 
were necessarily roughly built and ut- 
terly lacking in every convenience we 
nowadays consider so essential not only 
to comfort but to actual existence. 
Everything had to be done by hand— 
spinning, carding, weaving, sewing, and 
candle and soap making. © The little 
children. were to be cared for, the cook- 
ing done, the house made cheerful for 
the tired fathers and the brothers when 
they came home from heavy, unaccus- 
tomed work in the maize fields, from 
long explorations into the surrounding 
country, from their house building, 
fishing or hunting. Only one maid-ser- 
vant came over in the Mayflower, so 
that all of the actual work in many 
households must have been done by the 
slim hands of those young Pilgrim 
maidens, only thirteen or fourteen years 
old. When we think of the petted, 
guarded lives of our own young daugh- 
ters, so free from work and care, so full 
of all pleasant things, and then of the 
good work done by you— Priscilla, the 
two Mary's, Elizabeth, Desire, Remem- 
ber, Constance, Damaris and Humility — 
in those days of storm: and. stress, we 
render to you, dear Pilgrim children, 
the tribute of love and tears. 

Nor were the boys of the Mayflower 
less deserving of praise than their sis- 
ters; with the stature, the strength and 
years, of boys and youths, they did the 


work of men and did it right heartily. 

Grovernor Bradford in his precious 
jog-book says: 

“Formany of their children having 
lernde to bear the yvoake in their youth 
and willing to beare parte of their par. 
ents’ burden, were oftentimes so op- 
pressed with their hevie labours that 
though their minds were free ahd will- 
ing, yet their bodies bowed under ye 
weight of ye same and became decrepid 
in their early youth, the vigor of nature 
being consumed in ye very budd, as it 
were.” 

In 1624, Governor Bradford speaks of 
the school as about to supersede family 
teaching. Previous to that time is. it 
hot possible that the younger chil2ren 


J received the scanty instruction of the 


day from some such gentle teacher as

Allerton, for her quaint name's sake. 
After the long, cheerless winter, full of 
ceaseless toil by day, and of dreadful 
nights, when the hungry wolves howled 
around the lonely houses, and fear of 
hostile Indians made the children trem. 
blein their beds at every new and un- 
usual sound, it is pleasant to think that 
there came a bright, sunny day in early 
spring, when the children left their toil 
in house and field for a little while and 
wandered to the edge of the woods, 
An exquisite fragrance filled the air, 
bringing to their young minds memo- 
ries of the gardens in Holland, planted 
by their mothers with sweet English 
flowers and scented herbs. The  chil- 
dren, with cries of joy, search for the 
source of this delightful odor, and Re- 
member Allerton, brushing away a light 
covering of snow, brings to light the 
lovely pink Arbutus; she carries home a 
big bunch of it, and tenderly places it 
in their one pewter jug, so that it glori- 
fies and perfumes the living room of the 
rude house.” The finding of the May- 
tlower—as the colonists named the Ar- 
butus——was an omen of good for the 
Pilgrims. 

With the arrival of the other vessels 
bringing the remainder of those whoare 
entitled to be called) “Forefathers” 
came pew ties and relationships, and 
many other children, but our hearts in- 
dine with special fondness to those first 
children of the Mayflower. 

In this day and generation, when all 
people have a touch of the “wandering 
foot,” so that they go up and down and 
to and fro over the face of the earth, 
New England has lost many of her dis- 
tinguished characteristics, but up to 
twenty-five years ago it is interesting to 
observe how many of the lessons taught 


thy the Pilgrim fathers, mothers and 


rr 


i in 


children, still influenced us either con- 
sciously or unconsciously. 

The true dignity of labor was one im- 
portant lesson. The New England of 
to-day is not materially unlike any other 
part of the country, and there, as else- 
where, the domestic problem is) much 
considered and discussed. I am = sure 
all of you here to-night who are of New 
England birth and bringing-p will re 
member that in your day and mine in 
the vast number of households, even 
those of good family and Comfortable 
income, no servant at all was kept; even 
in those of great wealth and many ser- 
vants, assistance was always given the 
various branches of housekeeping by 
the daughters of the household. The 
domestic problém was one very easily 
solved when all the work was done in a 
quiet, systematic, orderly fashion by 
the mother and daughters. | In. this day 
of endless hurry, of careless, incompe- 
tent help, so-called, I recall with envy 
and wonder the dignified, perfect ar- 
rangement of daily work in many ser- 
vantless households I was familiar with 
asachild. If I could do as much now 
ina month, and with as little apparent 
effort, as my mother used to do every 
week, I should consider myself too 
clever to live. What the New England 
daughters were in the household, the 
sons were to their fathers in stores, ofti- 
ces, workshops or on the farm, — “This 
constant employment for all the waking 
hours, contributed to impart to New 
Englanders a regard and method of 
life.” This feeling of the dignity of 
labor, these habits of right economy 
and thrift were carried with them by 
New England men, women and children 
when they went out of their own states 
to help develop the 
northwest. 

Respect for lawful authority and for 
those who represented it was another 
characteristic that came down to us 
from those rugged forebears. One of 
the most vivid of my childish memories 
is of hearing the Thanksgiving Day and 
Fast Day proclamations read from the 
pulpit of the old Episcopal Church, 
when I was so little that the top of my 
curly head scarcely showed above the 
old-fashioned, square pew in which I 
sat by my grandfather's side. When 
good Dr, Fuller had read in a loud 
clear voice, the reasons why we should 
praise and feast or fast and pray, which 
did not interest me very much, then 
came the part that always did. I loved 
to hear him read “signed by His Excel 
lency, the Governer of Massachusetts,” 
then lay down the proclamation with 
its big red seal, looking benignly around 
and say sonorously 

“God bless the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.” Then and there de- 
veloped that passionate love for the old 
Bay State, which is, I am sure, a char- 
acteristic of all people who are so blessed 
by fortune as to have been born in it. 
To children, who heard this blessing 
pronounced upon her, solemnly and in 
church, at least twice a year, from their 
infancy upward, the “Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts” seems very near to 
the Kingdom of Heaven. We never 
even thought of the chief officer, except 
as “His Excellency, the governor.” No 
New England child ever heard a gov- 
ernor spoken of as “Linsey Woolsey 
Brown,” as “Dick”-or plain “Smith.” 

New England children were “early 
taught to respect their parents, teachers, 
and all those placed in authority over 
them, and to vield prompt obedience to 
their wishes and commands, Boys 
were punished often, and to a degree 
that seems most heartless and cruel to 
us in this day, when corporal punish- 
ment is almost an unheard of thing 
either in the home orthe school. The 
austere religious feeling which bore 
such a deep relation to the round of 
daily life with the early New England 
child, and which made the existence of 
many a nervous, supersensitive boy or 
girl one long drawn out torture of mind, 
soul and body, mellowed to something 
far sweeter long before my day. I 
might have been spared many a haunt- 
ing memory, if the fashion of allowing 
children toattend funerals had gone out 
before my day.

“THE MAN WilH 1HE ROD." 


It is conclusive evidence that the reg- 
ular spring fishing season is close at 


hand, whe the salmon begin to rise in 
“Bangor Pool.” The first rise was her- 
alded a few days since, and its an- 
nouncement has served to sharpen the 
impatience of the anglers who are 
anxiously awaiting the report of the 
aisappearance of ice from the great 
lakes and ponds of northern and east- 
ern New England. 

Many take a keen delight in reading 
of the piscatorial exploits of their 
friends, even though they themselves 
are never able to get within a hundred 
miles of the fishing region. 

The modern fishing trip in the ac- 
cepted sense of the term, has been re- 
duced tod something like an exact sci- 
ence; and yet with all its exactitude 
of detail, it is the “same old. story, 
nothing new.” 

There is a curious fascination in the 
sport, and the hours spent in preparing 
the tackle, selecting the flies and bait, 
and getting into shape the parapher- 
nalia and traps, so necessary to the 
fisherman, are hours of pleasure which 
he delights to gloat over. Though in 
business he may be of a nervous temp- 
erament, and forever hustling, with the 
advent of spring he becomes a follower 
of “Walton,” and then all is changed. 
For hours he will sit through wind and 
sun casting his line first this way and 
then that, ever changing his flies with 
the hope of increasing his luck. His 
preference may perhaps be brook trout- 
ing, and if that is the cage, many is 
the mile he will cautiously travel, ever, 
like the “Absent Minied Beggar,” 
thinking of but one thing, and that, 
what will be the size of the fish he 
is to land? 

The fisherman is a source of terror 
to the trout and salmon, and it is the 
battle royal that the finny one puts up 
that makes the sport so eagerly sought. 
Then too, the spring air 1s uke a balm, 
so wonderful is it that wind and weath- 
er go for naught, and every thought 
and care is forgotten. And you ask 
where does the sportsman go for his 
season of fun, and the answer is, 
Northern New England. 

With the great wealth of lakes, 
brooks and streams a priceless heritage 
of New England, it will be impossible 
to describe in cetail the seductive 
haunts of the trout, togue and land- 
locked salmon, 

One of the regions which holds first 
place in the affections of the larger 
number of fishermen is the Rangeley 
Lake country in Maine. In this region 
famed for possessing large and gamey 
trout, are to be found every condition 
that goes to make up the ideal fishing 
resort, and the transportation facilities 
to this regal region are everything that 
you can ask for. The same is applica- 


ble to the train service to the other 
fishing sections of Maine including 
Dead River and the Moosehead re- 


gions, both of which may be comfort- 
ably reached. . 

The ice goes out of Moosehead Lake 
a little later than from the Rangeley 
system, as a rule, and its fame as a 
fishing centre is world-wide. Beyond 
Mocsehead again is the Northern Maine 
region threaded by the Penobscot, Ar- 
oostagk, Allegash and Fish Rivers, 
fairl teeming with trout, salmon and 
other game fish. 

In the Washington county recently 
opened up to railroad travel, there is a 
promising series of lakes and streanis, 
and Sebago Lake, not far from Port- 
land, affords fishing grounds which are 
acessible and should not be overlooked. 

In New Hampshire is Lake Winne- 
pesaukee well stocked with lively 
trout and black bass; as are Winnis- 
quam, Sunapee, Newfound, Dublin, the 
Conneticuts and other well known lakes 
are widely known and often visited by 
early fisherman. 

Vermont presents Memphremagog, 
Champlain and Willuoghy Lakes as 
choice fishing grounds, and Massawippi 
is also a well stocked sheet of water 
just over the border in Canada.

The venerable John J. Murphy passe] 
to his reward Friday afternoon about 4 
o'clock after an illness lasting some 10 
weeks. Death was due to causes inci- 
dent to age. At the time and for the 
past two or three years he had made 
his home with his son D, J. Murphy of 
Sargent street. Mr. Murphy the elder 
was born in Bantry Bay, Ire., 84 years 
ago. He sailed from the coast town 
With his parents April 15, 1847 in the 
“Daley Brig” and the impressions of 
that voyage were seared upon his 
memory for ever, for it was a journey 
of sorrow and terror. When not many 
lays from port, plague attacked the 
passengers and spread like wildfire 
among them. One after another was 
Stricken until of the 280 immigrants 
who left port only 40 reached their des- 
tination, St. Johns, N. B. On the jour- 
ney Mr. Murphy was forced to commit 
to the sea with his own hands the bod- 
ies of his father and mother who had 
died of the dread disease. He was not 
alone in grief, for burials at sea in this 
manner were almost of daily occurence, 
At one time 28 lay dead in the hold of 
the vessel and the captain offered a 
large sum for their removal. While 
the ship lay in quarantine in St. Johns 
the medical officer of the port smug- 
gled Mr. Murphy ashore and effected 
his release. He became separated from 
his children and unable to find them he 
went to Andover, Mass., and after a 
little time returned to St. Johns and ge- 
cured employment as a_ fisherman. 
While pursuing this work he got news 
of his family who were located in the 
place, and the family were reunited. 
They returned to Andover and settled 
and became among. the pioneer 
settlers of the place, Mr. Murphy hav- 
ing resided there a space of some 47 
or more years. He worked in ‘Marland 
mills and for ‘the Tyer Rubber (Co, 
Three sisters survive, Mrs. D. J. Col- 
lins of Andover, Mrs. Honora Ellis of 
Leominster, Mrs. Mary Sullivan of 
Rochester, N. Y. The sons are D. J. 
Murphy of town, John T. Murphy of 
Haverhill. Mrs. Katherine Ketchum 
of Boston is a daughter. He married 
Miss Julia Donovan of Bantry Bay, Ire, 
who died February 5, 1898 aged 82 years, 

The funeral was held Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock, Rev. Fr. Gilday say- 
ing service for the deady St Michael's 
church was filled with a large company 
of relatives, neighbors and friends. A 
long cortege followed the remains to 
Andover, the place of final rest. The 
bearers were relatives, the grandsons, 
Dennis "Murphy of Haverhill, John T, 
Murphy, Andover, with Michael Ford, 
Lawrence and D. J. Murphy of An- 
dover. A requiem mass was held in 
St. Michael's church Monday morning 
at 9 o'clock.
